Civil Service Upholds 
Captain Hartwell Willey 


The Warren borough 
council 
learned at its Monday meeting that 
the borough had lost another round 
to Fire Captain Hartwell Willey, 
who last June appealed to the civil 
service commission. Given a hear­ 
ing in October he claimed he had 
been ordered to perform tasks not 
in line with his rank and had been 
told not to give orders. The com­ 
mission found that he had been di­ 
vested of his rank contrary to law 
and the borough was advised to 
respect his rights and authority. 
The public safety committee at 
the same time introduced a new 
set of regulations for the fire de­ 
partment, which council voted to 
hold over for study before taking 
action next week. The committee 
seemed anxious to have the rules 
read before the decision, but coun­ 
cil saw it otherwise. 
The portion of the new regula­ 
tions which apparently applies to 
the captain situation comes under 
the heading of “Shift Captains”. 
Though Warren has three captains, 


one of whom, James Tridico, now 
is acting chief, the proposed rule 
says there shall be two “chief” 
captains, and that there shall be 
a shift captain in charge of each 
shift who shall be stationed at Cen­ 
tral Fire Station. It then goes on 
to name their duties. 
A letter was read by Councilman 
Carbon which stated that the bor­ 
ough would receive $1508.35 from 
the Nellie Horton Schwing estate. 
This is the prorated amount left 
from the $2,000 willed to Memorial 
field in the Schwing will. Council 
voted to accept this amount and to 
deposit it in the Warren Borough 
Recreation Fund. 
Council voted to accept the fleet 
bid of Dan’s Chevrolet for a police 
car and a station wagon at a net 
cost of $2600 and the two present 
vehicles, a Hudson sedan and a 
Plymouth station wagon. 
The bid was $200 higher than the 
fleet bid of the Keystone Garage, 
but the Keystone bid did not in­ 
clude the necessary check. Simones 
and Cook bid a net $1623 for its 
International Travel-All. 
Special parking meter regulations 
were passed for the Christmas 
shopping week, continuing them in 
force until nine o’clock in the eve­ 
ning. This starts Saturday and lasts 
until Christmas Eve. 
Another police regulation was 
changed to allow parking between 
the curb and the sidewalk on the 
west side of Main st., between St. 
Clair and Crescent Park, for a per­ 
iod of two hours. 
Council established fees for var­ 
ious services, including $10 for fix­ 
ing a sidewalk grade, $10 for lo­ 
cating a sewer Y, $1 for the use 
of the borough scale during regular 
hours and $2 during off hours. (The 
scale fee is expected to raise the 
annual scale income from $400 to 
$1200.) 
Council authorized the secretary 
to publish its intention to adopt the 
$5 per capita tax January IO, with 
an estimated yield of $40,000. 
Councilman Yagge 
mentioned 
that the building and lands com­ 
mittee was considering the possible 
sale of the land the borough owns 
at the foot of Market st., reserving 
the right to maintain a street 
through that area. He said it no 
doubt would work through the plan­ 
ning committee.

The Santa Clans Season 
Santa Claus season is with us 
again and we’ll just have to bear 
up bravely. From now on, the 
situation comedies will be exclu­ 
sively concerned with what Lucy 
gets Desi for Christmas and what 
Ozzie gets Harriet and what Gracie 
gets George. And the snowflakes 
will fall and “White Christmas’’ 
will resound through the land. 
The celebration of 
Christmas 
gets earlier and earlier on tele­ 
vision. There, are only so many 
situations and the writers for each 
husband and wife team want to 
get in there first with the hidden 
gift in the front hall closet, the 
mixup over the mink coats, and so 
forth. These things are getting as 
traditional as mistletoe and we 
mustn’t grouse about it. The Eng­ 
lish have their pantomimes every 
Christmas. And we have Lucy 
getting all balled up about what 
Desi wants for Christmas.

Which brings me to “Ethel and 
Albert”, one of the most charming 
of the husband and wife things. 
Now their pitch this year - or at 
least, one of their pitches because 
I expect they’ll have a couple more 
before Christmas is out of the way 
- was to get Albert hopelessly in­ 
volved in playing an angel in the 
church Christmas pageant, a pro­ 
ject for which he quite understand­ 
ably had no enthusiasm whatso­ 
ever. 
This is a situation that could very 
easily have got unbearably sticky. 
But Miss Peg Lynch writes these 
little fables - and Miss Lynch and 
Alan Bunce play them - with such 
reticence and understatement that 
it was not only charming but very, 
very funny. There was one scene in 
which the minister trapped Albert 
into this horrible situation with 
what might be described as dia­ 
bolical benignity. It was a little 
masterpiece of light comedy. 
And later, when a bibulous friend 
wandered in and caught Albert in 
his angel costume, wings and all, 
and quizzed him in a drunken dead­ 
pan way about whether he’s troubl­ 
ed by ice on his wings in this 
weather, well, it was excruciating­ 
ly funny. Within the rigid limita­ 
tions in which husband and wife 
TV comedy is forced to operate, 
“Ethel And Albert” is very mature 
light comedy and not nearly as 
widely appreciated as it ought to 
be.

I don’t suppose any one man has 
clear title to the designation Num­ 
ber I TV dramatist but Paddy 
Chayevsky certainly has a good 
claim on it. Chayevsky has written 
such TV classics as “Marty” which 
Is now being made into a movie, 
“The Bachelor Party” and “Prin­ 
ter’s Measure.” 
His latest, “Catch My Boy On 
Sunday” on Philco Playhouse Sun­ 
day night, while a little different 
from the others, was mighty hard­ 
hitting, too. This was a story about 
a stage mother whose driving am­ 
bition for her ten-year-old son, the 
outgrowth of her own loveless and 
terribly 
frustrated 
childhood, 
comes close to ruining the child. 
Like most of the things Chayev­ 
sky writes, it unfolds gradually, re­ 
vealing bit by bit the private hell 
in which each of his characters 
lives, the mother who was never 
admired, the dentist who didn’t 
want to be a dentist, and the boy. 
It is Chayevsky's great gift to be 
able to write as if he were viewing 
these people through a keyhole, a 
style absolutely suited to the in­ 
timacy of the television medium. 
* * * 
Mostly, Chayevsky’s characters 
understate their lonely misery, 
and I was afraid the author was 
perhaps trapped forever in undei> 
statement which has its limits. But 
in drawing his mother, a shrill 
possessed neurotic on the verge of 
a nervous breakdown, Chayevsky 
was writing for a change in a high 
key and doing it with superb force* 
fulness. And Sylvia Sidney was 
perfectly wonderful in the part.

TVA For India 
And Holy Land 
By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON - Around here we 
generally look upon Eugene R. 
Black, Jr., president of the Inter­ 
national Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development, as a conserva­ 
tive sort of gentleman. 
Before he came here in 1947 with 
what is usually called “The World 
Bank,” the tall, agreeable South­ 
erner - he is a native of Atlanta, 
Ga. — had been for 14 years with 
Chase National Bank in New York, 
the last ten as a vice president. 
He is carrying along a tradition 
here, for his father, the late Eugene 
R. Black, was chairman of the 
board of governors of the Federal 
Reserve System during the Roose­ 
velt Administration. 
Conservative as “Gene” Black 
may regard himself, however, he 
may suddenly find himself listed 
some day among promoters of 
“creeping socialism,” because of 
the present climate and temper of 
our politics. And “creeping social­ 
ism” at the international level, in­ 
volving a scheme clear across the 
world in India. “Global creeping 
socialism” might be somewhat 
more horrendous than that here at 
home in public development of our 
river systems for reclamation and 
power and navigation, which now is 
coming under such severe attack. 


President Black’s “crime,” if 
that it becomes, all grew out of a 
helpful and neighborly gesture to 
India and Pakistan in the interest 
of utilizing the waters of -the Indus 
River system. On a visit to that 
part of the world a few years back 
he learned about the dispute that 
broke out between India and Pak­ 
istan after their separation in 1947 
over the share of each in the 
waters of the Indus, which was 
holding back irrigation. Seeing the 
great potentialities for expanding 
irrigation, he offered the good of­ 
fices of the International Bank to 
work out an equitable division of 
waters of the Indus system be­ 
tween the two countries so that 
each government could develop 
wide-scale irrigation. 
David Lilienthal, for many years 
chairman of our own TVA board 
of directors, was consulted by the 
two governments and in August, 
1951, recommended drafting of a 
comprehensive plan for utilization 
of the Indus River system like that 
of TVA for the Tennessee River 
system. 
His point got over at once, for 
TVA is well-known in India, and 
its purpose and its service in de­ 
veloping a great region in our 
Southeast. Seemingly it is much 
better understood in India than in 
some high places here in Washing­ 
ton. India already is copying TVA 
in one giant dam project financed 
by its government and being built 
by a firm of Philadelphia en­ 


gineers. That is just one example 
of the import of our TVA idea all 
over the world, another being the 
projected development of a TVA 
in the Jordan River system in the 
Holy Land which we are, in fact, 
sponsoring. 
As a result of Eugene Black’s 
interest and David Lilienthal’s sug­ 
gestion the Indus Basin Working 
Party, as it was called, was creat­ 
ed, consisting of engineers desig­ 
nated by India and Pakistan and 
their advisors and a representa­ 
tive of the International Bank and 
his consultants. In a field trip of 
over a year, covering 9,000 miles, 
this commission inspected 
the 
whole basin 
and collected the 
necessary data. 
The two governments, however, 
were unable to agree on a division 
of the Indus system waters. Each 
then was asked to draft a plan. 
These were found to differ widely. 
Discussion resulted in some con­ 
cessions on each side, but still in­ 
sufficient for agreement. 
President Black then decided 
that the solution would be for the 
bank to draft a plan for submission 
to each side, but with the clear 
Understanding that the bank’s role 
was not that of judge or arbiter, 
though free to advise and express 
its views on any aspects through 
its representative. 
Such a plan was drafted and 
submitted to India and Pakistan 
last February. This interesting 
sponsorship of a TVA along the

Indus by one of our recognized 
conservative financiers came back 
into the news last week when rep­ 
resentatives of India and Pakis­ 
tan came here and sat down with 
representatives of the bank to see 
if they can work out a detailed 
engineering plan for the Indus Riv­ 
er system based on the division of 
waters proposed in the bank’s 
plan. In a statement issued here, 
the bank expressed confidence that, 
despite some apparent difficulties, 
“no insurmountable obstacle exists 
to a settlement which will benefit 
both countries.”

OBSERVATIONS 


By Bob Walsh 


BUILD A NEW SCHOOL ............ 
OR REM ODEL THE OLD? 
This is the problem which many 
communities 
these 
days 
must 
solve, though in some cases there 
may not be money available for 
either. Right now Warren is look­ 
ing it smack in the eye, and it 
won’t be many years before some 
neighbors will be doing the same. 
The money side of it seems an 
unnecessary hurdle. With educa­ 
tion one of our most vital assets 
with the spending of billions needed 
to help keep the economic picture 
bright, and with the government 
well stocked with those billions, 
why not provide a nation-wide pro­ 
gram, using federal, state, 
and 
local funds in a combination fight 
against inadequate, out-dated, dan­ 
gerous schooling? 
Yesterday’s school usually was 
built three-stories high, loaded with 
fancy gables, and with windows 
that were little more than slits. 
Many of them still stand straining 
the eyes, poor in ventilation, dan­ 
gerous fire traps. 
In fact, 
our 
school system is so bad that about 
fifty per cent of our boys and girls 
still are going to one-room struc­ 
tures, despite the many consolida­ 
tions. 
In Warren there has been some 
talk of remodeling the present high 
school. This we deplore because we 
can see no possibility of making 
this a modern school. It is basical­ 
ly otherwise. 
The present high school fits the 
pattern of the old school so com­ 
pletely that the spending of money 
thereon would not give us what we 
require functionally, and in a very 
few years would prove to be a 
'wasteful expenditure of money. 
The basic points against it in­ 
clude the following: 
1. It is situated near a busy 
street, creating an injury hazard. 
2. The site is completely covered 
by building, leaving no outdoor 


play area, no room for expansion, 
and no facilities for parking. Ex­ 
pansion in this area requires the 
costly purchase of very valuable 
property., and if you were to buy 
the entire block in which it sits you 
still would not have what a really 
modern school site can make pos­ 
sible. 
3. The windows are too small 
and we doubt if they can be ade­ 
quately modernized to provide the 
required light and ventilation for 
so concentrated a building. 
4. It is three stories high, a gro­ 
tesque combination of angles and 
spires, resulting in a fire hazard 
no matter how elaborately you 
work at fire escapes and other 
types of exits. It is old, and the 
timber within it is dry. With its 
combination of hallways, up-drafts, 
down-drafts, and chopped up room 
formations it cannot be made into 
a truly safe building without prac­ 
tically a rebuilding job. And it isn’t 
getting any younger. 
5. There are sites available that 
will be almost as accessible to most 
Warren pupils, and will be even 
closer to a large percentage of 
those attending. This is one of the 
major arguments used against sites 
on the edge of town, but Warren 
is so laid out that sites can be 
found in the elbows created by its 
angular geography. 
Future transportation costs are a 
major item to be considered in the 
c o n s t r u c t i o n of consolidated 
schools. 
For that 
reason, 
any 
school should be close to the bulk 
of its population. In Warren the 
biggest number of homes lie within 
an area that encompasses the Fifth, 
Eighth, and parts of neighboring 
wards. The upper Fifth is our fas­ 
test growing residential area. There 
are sites lying not far from the 
elbow formed by Pennsylvania ave. 
and Conewango ave. which will 
allow most of these boys and girls 
to walk to school, some of them 
with less effort than required to­ 
day. 
Such a site gets away from the 
traffic problem, provides acreage 
to allow more varied teaching ac- 
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tivities, and other community ad­ 
vantages. These advantages can 
include 
insurance 
against 
high 
costs in obtaining land for expan­ 
sion at later dates, and room for 
outdoor activities which will bene­ 
fit all who live in the area. In the 
case of the Warren area, financial 
help from the state in the con­ 
struction of athletic facilities would 
be very welcome. Memorial field 
then would become a major play 
area. 
Warren will build stands, a swim­ 
ming pool, and related projects 
some day. If these are made a 
part of the school project the state 
will finance a share of the cost. 
And there is nothing to prevent the 
Jaycees or some group from boost­ 
ing things along with a drive for 
funds with which to help pay for 
these additional assets. 
According to the September issue 
of the “ School Executive’’ as stud­ 
ied by the Warren Area joint com­ 
mittee, a general rule has been 
advanced that no school should be 
remodeled if the estimated cost 
exceeds two-thirds the cost of re­ 
placement. This rule, of course, 
assumes that the remodeled build­ 
ing would result in as satisfactory 
a facility as a wholly new building, 
and the cost should be so estimat­ 
ed. 
Right there we believe is enough 
argument to kill the consideration 
of the present school in the Warren 
area. We see no way in which it 
can be changed, or sufficient land 
be added, to provide a facility as 
satisfactory as a wholly new school 
on ample acreage. And when it 
comes to buying such acreage in 
town we are certain that the cost 
will exceed two-thirds the new 
school cost. 
That article said much more, but 
it already has been seen by the 
committee and it only lends sup­ 
port to what already has been 
written here at this time and in 
preceding articles. We believe it 
will be a major mistake if the 
Warren Area Jointure attempts to 
build a school and related struc­ 
tures on any place but a complete­ 
ly new and clear site. 
Not So F a r Future 
There is another aspect of educa­ 
tion which may come to an area 
of this size sooner than you e x­ 
pect. The junior college soon may 
be with us. And Warren, as the 
county seat, should be prepared to 
house that college. There is no 
reason why it can not be a part of 
the main education plant, in this 
case the joint high school. State 
and federal aid may make this step 
possible in a very few years and 
it will become a major part of our 
educational system. 
Already such colleges are de­ 
veloping in progressive states. New 
York has started the idea and 
Jamestown’s college is gaining in 
prestige as it receives an ever­ 
growing portion of help from pri­ 
vate and public sources* Pennsyl­ 
vania no doubt will do the same. 
There are many other phases of 
education which may sprout in the 


decade ahead. A new school should 
be constructed in such a way that 
full advantage can be taken of 


avenues that are opened to prog­ 
ress in this vitally important field. 
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To Wit Or Not 
To Wit 
By Doris Fleeson 


WASHINGTON - Adlai Steven­ 
son’s famous wit is /still a subject 
of some controversy among Dem­ 
ocrats as they confront the pros­ 
pect that he will be their Presiden­ 
tial candidate again in 1956. 
They say that they like it them­ 
selves and that it is an asset to 
the pally. But they raise the ques­ 
tion of whether the American 
people want it in a President. 
One thing no public man ever 
feels the lack of in this republic, 
and that is advice. Stevenson’s 
aides admit that his mail is still 
full of counsel about whether he 
should or should not, as most of 
the writers put it, “ be funny." 
Stevenson actually is not “fun­ 
ny.” He is not a humorist in the 
accepted sense and he rarely tells 
jokes. Many men who do are a 
great success in public life. An 
example is the new junior Senator 
from Kentucky, Alben Barkley, 
who has an inexhaustible fund of 
pleasant anecdotes to illustrate his 
homely wisdom. The former Veep 
not merely gets by with them; 
they are part of his strength. 
Stevenson’s case is different. He 
,is a wit - and wit, like poetry, 
distills a knowledge of human life 
and character that is often pro­ 
found and sometimes uncomfort­ 
able even when it is enjoyable. If 
Stevenson had only a pleasant hu­ 
mor, it would not occur to any­ 
body to worry about it. 
What his wit does is serve to 
remind his supporters that he is 
an intellectual, and that is what 
they are really concerned about. It 
is the old question raised in 1952 in 
the rather crude form of “How 
many eggheads are there?” 'Hie 
snobbery implicit in the question, 
of course, is that the speaker is 
capable of appreciating Stevenson 
but the American people can’t and 
won’t. 
The Stevenson staff believes that 
the press, unconsciously or not,! 
fosters the impression that Steven­ 
son consistently tries to scare off 
people with witty remarks. “One 
joke or witty comment in a speech 
and it gets the lead and the head­ 
lines,” an aide mourned at New 
Orleans. “Once I told him that for 
a change I’d like to see a headline 
about ‘a grim and angry Steven­ 
son.’ 
“ So what happens? He tried to 
please me and that night the re­ 
porters descended on me and said: 
‘What gives? Is Adlai going to 
turn into one of those dull cliche 
artists? Is he tired, or what?’ ” 
A shrewd Stevenson supporter, 
whose political fortunes are closely 
bound to his, believes that while 
wit can be dangerous in politics it 
is Stevenson’s means of communi­ 
cation with the masses of people 
who do not read his carefully rea­ 
soned speeches. He also thinks that 
as a practical matter it is silly to 
try to change him. 
Few American Presidents are re­ 
nowned for their humor or wit. 
Indeed, Abraham Lincoln may be 
the only one and his reputation in 
that field largely grew after his 
death. His broad humor was much 
more likely to be spoken than writ­ 
ten, but his pointed wit appeared 
frequently in his writings. 
Stevenson might also draw some 
comfort from Carl Van Doren’s 
observation that “No other Ameri­ 
can President owed so much to his 
writings as Lincoln did. Lincoln 
aimed in his masterpieces to affect 
national opinion directly and at 
once 
He always wrote for par­ 
ticular occasions. They have sur­ 
vived in the national memory be­ 
cause he did more than he tried to 
do or knew he was doing.” 
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Incorrect Ads 
You hear many discussions con 
cerning advertising and the many 
situations which can develop. We 
believe an open discussion of these 
may be helpful to both the adver­ 
tiser and the buyer. Today we are 
thinking of mistakes that may oc­ 
cur in an ad. 
We have seen advertisers very 
perturbed when a price appeared 
incorrectly in their ad. The fact is 
that they and the public might as 
well learn that such mistakes are 
unavoidable and will happen now 
and then. Machines will 
fail to 
bring down a figure, proof read­ 
ers will miss them, 
or another 
mistake may be made 
by the 
machine in the process of correct­ 
ing the line. They will slip in! 
But no one is responsible. The 
ad is merely an offer to sell and 
not a contract of sale. An adver­ 
tiser is not bound to sell an item 
at the wrong price, even if the ad 
does list it. For example, if the 
figure " I” does not come in a line 
composed on a typesetting machine 
and changes a price from $12.99 to 
$2.99, the advertiser is not bound to 
sell the product at the incorrect 
price. 
In fact, the offering of an item 
for sale through an ad does not 
impose a legal obligation on the 
advertiser to sell that item. There 
must be a meeting of minds be­ 
tween the buyer and the seller be­ 
fore the point of sale in any trans­ 
action is reached. 
This simmers down to the follow­ 
ing: Newspapers are not legally 
bound to appease either the m er­ 
chant or the buyer when an error 
occurs, the advertiser is not legally 
bound to sell an advertised product 
either for the price stated or at 
all, and the buyer will find that 
merchants, ad writers, and print­ 
ers are human, even as they, and 
will make mistakes. The trouble is 
that in this business your mistakes 
show. 
This is not written because of 
any trouble we have suffered, but 
as part of a series that will deal 
with problems involving advertis­ 
ing and merchandising, 
and on 
which there have been legal de­ 
cisions that should prove of value 
both to the seller and to the buyer. 
As usual, let the buyer beware! 
Aid To The Advertiser? 
We placed a question m ark after 
that sub-head because we wonder 
if we are about to help the adver­ 
tiser or send him spinning. Per-

haps you read the results of a sur­ 
vey made by the University of 
Michigan Survey Research Center 
and published by Business Week. 
It revealed some inconsistancies 
about the buying public. 
For example, two-thirds of the 
people who are satisfied users of 
a particular brand of appliance do 
not buy that same brand when a 
replacement is needed. And lower- 
income group buyers, who you 
would think should manage their 
money very carefully, are less apt 
to be careful and 
deliberate 
in 
making m ajor purchases. 
That last one may not be ais in­ 
consistent as it sounds. In making 
such a survey the low income 
people 
contacted would include 
many who have stayed in that 
class for many years. Perhaps one 
of the reasons for this is revealed 
by their poor buying habits, which 
also may indicate other weakness­ 
es in their ability to make a higher 
income. 
The survey also revealed that 
young married couples take more 
care in buying m ajor items than 
do older 
and presumably 
wiser 
people, who the survey showed to 
De careless and capricious in their 
buying habits. 
It revealed that about half the 
washing machine purchases are 
made because the old one broke 
down. The next most prevelent rea­ 
son is attraction to a newer model. 
A fourth of the buyers of new re­ 
frigerators do so because they are 
inspired by a new model. About 
forty-two percent buy refrigerators 
because the old one went bad.

(GAME COMMISSION RELEASE) 
Deer Kill Report Required 
Successful deer hunters are re­ 
minded the kill tag portion of their 
license must be mailed to the Game 
Commission, Harrisburg, 
within 
five days after the close of the 
season, which ended December ll. 
The cooperation of persons who 
killed deer but who were not re­ 
quired to secure a license is solicit­ 
ed. A postal card with the answers 
to questions on the licen.se tag will 
suffice. 
Successful 
deer hunters 
who used the tag in reporting a 
bear kill and those who lost the 
report 
portion 
of their 
license 
should supply the following infor­ 
mation : the hunter’s name and ad­ 
dress. the license number if he had 
one, the date, township and county 
in which the deer was taken, the 
dressed weight of the animal, and 
the number of points on both ant­ 
lers. 
Aside from the requirement of 
law, information gathered from big 
game returns helps the state’s 
wildlife authorities with their man­ 
agement problems.

Game Birds Released In 1954 
The Game Commission propagat­ 
ed and released these game birds 
during 1954: 
Mature 
ring-necked 
pheasants, 
reared on state game farms or 
purchased from commercial breed­ 
ers and liberated in this year, total­ 
ed almost 100,000. 
Over 7,300 wild turkeys, propagat­ 
ed at the State Wild Turkey Farm, 
were turned loose in the Common­ 
wealth over the same period. 
Bobwhite quail, 
raised at the 
Commission’s Eastern Game Farm 
and liberated in Pennsylvania total­ 
ed 5700. 
Over 8,100 mallard ducks were 
reared and liberated under the 
Commission’s duck program. 
Under the day-old pheasant chick 
program over 218,000 chicks were 
distributed to Farm-Game Coopera­ 
tors and sportsmen in 1954. On the 
basis of previous records, about 80 
percent of these chicks were raised 
to maturity to increase the supply 
of birds for the gun last fall and 
in future. 
Twenty-five pairs of Hungarian 
partridges from the Province of 
Ontario, Canada, were released in 
Crawford 
County, 
northwestern 


Pennsylvania, last March. 
In addition to the birds released, 
more than 59,500 cottontail rabbits, 
7,000 of them eartagged were live- 
trapped last winter and released in 
suitable habitat.

Prize Stories 
Proving “truth is stranger than 
fiction” some of these items, culled 
from recent reports, could qualify 
in a hunter’s tall story contest. 
In November, a deputy game 
protector in southeastern Pennsyl­ 
vania watched a hunter shoot a 
cock pheasant. As the man walked 
over to pick up the bird another 
like it popped out of his hunting 
coat and ran. The hunter laid the 
“pocket” bird low, 
causing the 
deputy to ask, “Which bird would 
the man count as his first one?” 
A southeastern game protector 
was amazed to hear a woman ask, 
over the telephone, “Is it lawful 
to hunt small game with darts?” 
The officer surmised someone who 
practiced the dart game in tap­ 
rooms had become so proficient he 
sought a more exciting test of skill. 
Late in October, a southwestern 
game protector went out to pick 
up a deer freshly killed by an auto. 
At the scene the woman whose car 
struck the deer wryly explained to 
the two children with her that there 
lay an animal like their father 
hunts but never gets. 
A northwestern game protector 
recalls the opening day of the 1954 
duck season was a cold, miserable 
one. Regardless, he says, he watch­ 
ed a hunter wearing low shoes 
wade in a swamp up to his beltline 
to retrieve a duck he had shot 
down. 
This fall, a north central game 
protector saw a crow fly out of a 
thicket onto a road and begin feed­ 
ing on a dead gray squirrel there. 
A belligerent gray squirrel, very 
much alive, rushed out and pounc­ 
ed on the crow, sending him back 
to the thicket cawing for mercy. 
The officer wonders whether the 
live squirrel was protecting its 
mate even after death or just show­ 
ing natural enmity for the winged 
rascal. 
A southcentral game protector 
reports that on October 20th 
a 
hunter killed a 36-inch rattlesnake 
carrying IO rattles. A deputy game

At this writing 
we 
had 
had 
enough cold weather to make ice 
skating possible if facilities were 
available. That “if” has kept quiet 
the blades of prospective flashing 
feet for many years. 
A few days ago we heard a 
young lady ask, “Why don’t they 
flood Beaty field?” The question 
reminded us that what -seems like 
yesterday is at least eight years 
ago, and our experience with Beaty 
is about eleven years old. 
This 
young hopeful wasn’t old enough 
to know what was transpiring in 
those times. 
This office has been closely re­ 
lated with efforts to provide skat­ 
ing for Warren, and what it Has 
learned should be of benefit to all 
who aspire to recreational accom­ 
plishments on an icy surface. We 
learned the hard way with a fire 
hose in our hands, \and the ther­ 
mometer bouncing under zero. 
Beaty has a drainage system 
that cost the borough 
a 
fancy 
figure. Put anything on it that is 
in a moist condition and it won’t 
stay. Pfft! 
Warren county has much ground 
of a similar nature. It has a high 
gravel content and the first day 
of medium temperature takes the 
ice away in the natural drainage. 
We also lack sufficient 
cold 
weather to hold ice that is built up 
by spraying. In flact, you have very 
few nights when you can spray 
the ice effectively. To build ice 
this way requires some very cold 
evenings, and many stout-hearted 
volunteers. Then comes the warm 
days and off goes your ice. 
After experimenting with this on 
several areas it becomes obvious 
that there are two ways to effic­ 
iently build rinks in die Wjarren 
area. One is to create a hard sur­ 
face pond, that will freeze when 
the cold comes and will hold the 
melting ice when the sun comes 
out. The other is more expensive 
but of proved worth, and involves 
brine pipes with a refrigeration 
system. This does not come cheap. 
There is more to providing a 
skating area than just exposing 
water to freezing temperatures. 
You also must keep it free of snow 
and the ice must be smoothed. 
Scraping machines can be made or 
purchased to help in this work, and 
of course a new layer of ice often 
I will be the remedy. 
This is one the Warren Jjaycees 
could take on, and we are sur­ 
prised they haven’t acted before 
now. To do it right, the refrigera­ 
tion method would be the best for 
this inconsistent climate, and there 
might be some units available with 
which they could experiment. If it 
worked on a sm(all area, a hard 
surface could be provided on Mem­ 
orial Field next summer. 
This 
could be used for many purposes 
in the summer months, and late in 
December brine pipes could be 
laid and water provided. The re­ 


frigeration equipment would keep 
ice available until spring. 
We strongly advocate this step 
because of several reasons. One is 
the demand, which was evident in 
the survey made by the Jaycees for 
the Recreation 
committee 
last 
year. Ice skating was one of the 
leaders. 
A very strong argument in its 
favor is the complete lack of winter 
sports in this area, land the great 
.worth of such activities. No gym­ 
nasium will do you as much good 
bs a sport that takes you into the 
open air. In the summer we have 
golf, fishing, gardening, and other 
pleasures that are beneficial. In the 
winter we become hot house flow­ 
ers. 
Other winter sports are depen­ 
dent on the 
weather, 
and you 
may have some years when sled­ 
ding and skiing are available for 
many weeks. However, these are 
very rare. Skating need not wait on 
the weather if we provide the right 
facilities. 
Oil City now has two rinks. Titus­ 
ville has one. Is Warren any less 
progressive than these communi­ 
ties? A drive will raise the funds. 
A small charge will help finance 
maintenance. What are we waiting 
for?
